the  greatest  poet  of  France,  the  tiiaii  who 
through  his  tender  lyrics  taught  the 
French  to  weep— he  lt>oks  now  ever} 
dav  from  the  bights  of  an  English  island 
over  the  sea  toward  his  native  land,  o» 
which  he  dnes  not  ^mt  to  be  a  cili/eu  as 
the  present  Caes;ir  lules  over  it.  llis 
hair  h.is  luriied  white  ;  grief  and  suffer- 
ing have  deeply  furn.wed  his  noble  lea- 
lures,  but  his  eye  still  bears  that  soft, 
inspired  luster,  and  the  eye  is  the  win- 
dow of  the  soul. 

Vutor  Hugo  now  liv«'S  in  seclusion  at 
the  Hituteville  House,  surrounded  by  a 
happy  doiiHslic  circle  which  fate,  so  cru- 
el toward  him  otherwise,  has  left  him  as 
a  palladium  and  consolation  in  his  ma- 
ny trials. 

His  cherished  wife  still  lives— she 
whose  love  he  once  awakenjd  by  his  in- 
expressibly tender  lyrics;  his  daughter, 
generous  aud  \»  orlhy  ot  her  father  still 
IS  thesUtf  and  suy  ol  his  age  ;  with  pride 
he  looks  up  -n  his  two  sons,  Charles  and 
Francis,  one  of  whom  is  an  inspired 
translator  of  Shakespeare,  has  wen  al- 
ready fame  and  distinction. 

He  still  loves  children  as  of  old.  Ev- 
eiy  W'edntsday  he  gives  a  dinnerparty 
to  fifteen  boys  and  girls,  selected  among 
the  pwrest  of  the  island.  He  takes 
pleasure  in  attending  himself  to  their  lit- 
tle wants  during  the  meal. 

Thus,  as  he  says  in  one  of   his  letters, 
he  tries  to  make  equality   and  lrau«rnily 
understood,  if  only   m    his    immediate 
neighborhood.     Some  other  French  ex- 
iles, who  live  on  the  island,  (Guernsey,) 
often  visit  him;  they  have  beco-ne  mem- 
bers of  his  family.     Now    and    then  an 
old  triend  will  come  from  France  to  press 
his  hand,  and    to  cheer    him  in  his  soli- 
tude. , 
The  coup  d'etat  ruined   Vicior  Hugos 
fiutune;  ho  was   scarcely    abt)    U)  save 
some  debris  of  his    former    wealth  :  and 
only  the  great.  St  efforts  at  first  enabled 
him  to  maintain  himself  in  a  foreign  coun- 


Let  us  add  also  that  Hugo  loves  the  wor- 
thy and  industrious  little  people  in  whoso 
midst  he  lives,  and  that  his  affection  is 
very  generally  aiid  ardently  reciprocat- 
ed. The  inhabitants  of  Guernsey,  with- 
out exception,  honor  and  love  the  great 
French  exile,  who  has  been  among  them 
for  seven  years. 

Your  readers  know  why  Victor  Hugo 
had  to  leave    France.        Having    in  his 
youth  sought  the  welfare  of   his  country 
in  the  support  of  the  Bourbon  dynasty, 
he  became,  after  the  felonies  and  crimes 
of  the  Restoration,  an  ardent  Republican 
and  has   adhered    to  this    political    faith 
ever  since.     As  a  member  of  the  Nation 
al  Assembly,  he   witnessed    the    solemn 
oath  of  President  Bonaparte,  and    as  the 
latter,  in  1851.  became    recreant   to  his 
pledges,  Vict4»r    Hugo    was  among  the 
most  determined  in  organizing    legal  re* 
nista.cc. 

Ife  ftiew  very  *»ell  what  he  was  do 
ing.  and  he  says  himself  that  in  entering 
iipi.n  the  struggle  v,ith  its  then  very 
doubtful  prospects,  he  had  determined 
upon  submitting  to  exile  with  all 
its  trials  and  sufferings,  but  evei  to  pre- 
sent a  determined  front  to  the  Decem- 
ber man.  For  this  reason  Victor  Hugo, 
banished  from  his  country,  the  violated 
laws  of  which  he  tried  to  defend,  wrote 
the  important  pamphlet,  ''■  Naprleon  the 

Little." 

This  was  his  first  deed    in    exile  ;  the 
flowing  book  spread  its  fire  from  Brus- 
selij  throughout  the  whole  world,  and  ig 
r.ited  everywhere  indignation  and  h.itred 
fljrainst  Louis  Niip<ileon.        It  is    written 
in  the  same  pi>werfnl,  antithetic  manner, 
so  irresistible  in  its  effect  upon  the  rend- 
er,  which   Victor  Hugo  had   prevoiusly 
wielded     with  so    much    success    in   his 
tragedies  and   novels;  also    in  the  brill- 
iant pamphlets.  The  Rhint^.  and  The  Di- 
ary of  a  Revolutionaire  de  1830.        Na- 
poleon le  Petit,  was  the  cry  of  vengeance, 
of  rage,  of  indignation,  uttered  by  a  man 
who  had  been  driven    from  his  country 
by  a  usurper.

Having  passed  the  batteries  at 
Vicksburg  and  silenced  those  at  VVarren- 
t..n.  the  gunboats,  accompanied  by  suffi- 
cient transports  and  troops,  will  enter 
Big  Black  liver,  which,  as  the  reader  will 
see.  bv  consulting  a  map,  ruus  behind 
the  beleaguered  city  !«nd  empties  into 
the  Mississippi  a  few  miles  below,  and

£«rnc«tne«i. 

Aristotle  says  great  minds  are  always 
of  a  nature  originally  melancholy.  This 
is  true.  Abstract  as  well  as  concrete  re- 
flections demonstrate  the  correctness  of 
the  remark. 

When  painters  embody  the  ancient 
fable  of  Atlas  bearing  the  heavens  upon 
his  shoulders,  they  show  you  an  aged 
man,  strong  and  sulwart,  with  a  ^ce 
wrought  into  an  expression  of  sublime 
energy,  with  shoulders  bent  under,  yet 
steadfastly  bearing  up  a  great  globe. 
There  is  no  levity  0.1  his  countenance  ; 
he  can  affect  no  cheerfulness  he  does  not 

feel. 

It  is  a  terrible  work  to  bear  *ip  the 
firmament,  and  the  grand  earnestness  of 
the  old  man  corresponds  with  the  de- 
mand made  upon  him.  Were  Atlas 
Prometheus  he  might  smile.  The  artis- 
tic concept. on  of  the  fable  is  the  true  one 
and  may  be  taken  as  the  symbol  of  the 
great  mind. 

Gretit  minds  bear  more  than  Atlas 
was  said  to  bear ;  they  bear  the  earth 
and  also  the  heavens.  There  is,  as  it 
were,  the  pressure  of  the  infinite  upon 
them. 

Men  have  been  cheerful — and  even 
mirthful— upon  the  scaffold  ;  but  no  one 
has  ever  yet  smiled — not  even  He  who 
bore  it  first  in  the  exalted  sense  here 
meant— under  the  weight  of  the  cross. 
Not  because  td'  the  pamfulness  of  the 
burden — pain  is  phantasm — but  because 
of  the  s.deinn  cousciousness  ot  responsi- 
bility, the  sense  of  what  is  borne. 

T*.  the  great  man  life  is  a  mystery  at 
wh«.se  solution  he  must  work,  without 
any  hope  of  being  Able  to  fully  compre- 
hend it.  The  feeling  consequent  upon 
this  effort  is  the  saddest  of  all  the  soul's 
earthly  experiences.  No  room  for  levi- 
ty whertj  this  tragic,  though  divinely  ap- 
pointed effort  is  telt  U)  be  going  on.  See 
how  the  gloomy  old  Greek  and  Roman 
give  expression  to  the  fact. 

They  embodied  it  in  a  story  of  Sisy- 
phus, whose  lot  it  was  to  be  compelled 
to  roll  a  huge  stone  up  a  hill,  which,  when 
almost  poised  upon  the  summit,  would 
roll  upon  and  over  him  U»  the  bt)ttom  ; 
or  of  the  Damades,  doomed  to  fill  a  tub 
with  pertoraled  botltmi— unceasing  labor 
—or  of  Tantalus,  emblem  of  eternal  long- 
ing 


mutinous  Kentucky    troops.     The  caure 
of  this  quarrel  was  the    enforcement  of 
the   penalty  in  the  case   of  a  Kentucky 
deserter.     The  law  had  not  been  enforc- 
ed   rigidly  by   Brag ',  and  on    getting  a 
court   martial  to   condemn  a  Kentucky 
soldier  named  Asa  Lewis,  of  Cipt.  Page's 
company,  6th  Kentucky,  he  approved  the 
sentence  of  death,  accompanied  with  the 
verbal  remark,  that "  he'd  be   damned  if 
he  didn't  make  an  example  of  the  accurs- 
ed   Kentuckiatis."       Lewis  had    distin- 
guished himself  at  Shiloh,  and  was  high- 
ly  popular    with    his  comrades,  who  re- 
vised to   allow  him  to  be  executed.     So 
Breckinridge  also  swore  that    the  man 
should    not  bo   executed,  and  the  whole 
army  was  soon  in  a  mutinous   state,  the 
Teniiesseeans    swearing    vengeance  if  a 
deserter    from  the  24th   Tennessee  was 
executed,  and  the   Alabama  troops  also 
claiming  exemption  for  one  of  their  num- 
ber.    Bragg  in  despair,  unable  to  quell 
the  storm  he  had     raised,  called     Presi- 
dent   Davis,  who  visited    the  scene,  and 
quelled  the  storm,  by  what  means  is  not 


innklrfom  flfeiclianfct. 

Adam,  the  fathor  of  the  human  race, 
was  a  gardener.  He  had,  however,  a 
strange  propensity  for  tasting  forbidden 
fruit,  which  produced  very  injurioua  ef- 
fects upon  himself  and  offspring. 

Noah  was  a  sliipwright  and  a  husband- 
man ;  he  navigated  the  whole  earth  in 
his  ark  ;  and  got  "seas  over,"  in  bis  vine- 
yard. 

Solomon  was  an  architect,  and  a  poet 
and   philosopher  ;  his  conduct,   however 
was  not  always  by  line  and  rule,  he  trod 
the  circle  of  dissipation,  was  eralic  in  his 
imaginations;     and    violated    his    own 
maxims.     His  conscience  and  strength  of 
mind,  however,  reclaimed    him,  and  bis 
repentance  is   the  most  beautiful    of  his 
works  which  he  has  left  for  the  contem- 
plation of  his  species. 

The  Apostle  Paul  was  a  tentmaker, 
and  labored  with  his  hands  at  his  voca- 
tion, while  he  attempted  lo  infuse  into 
ihe  minds  of  his  fellow  men,  the  impor- 
tant truth  of  revelation.  While  he  did 
screen  them  with  earthly  tabernacles 
from  the    weather,  be   held   above  their

Mr.  Edmund,  a  baker,  of  Sterling,  in 
Scotland,  showed  such  unparalelled 
bravery  in  the  Swedish  wars,  under  that 
thunderbolt  of  war,  GusUiviis  Adolphus, 
that  he  was  made  a  general.  A  maker 
of  bread  might  be  supposed  to  know 
how  to  rise. 

Peter  the  Great,  Emperor  of  Rtissift, 
worked  at  ship  bunding.

On  Wednesday  night,  a  party  of  Win- 
nebagoes killed  two  Sioux  warriors  on 
the  Winnebago  reservation.  Three  Sioux 
bad  been  skulking  around  the  I'eserva- 
tion  for  a  few  days,  counciling  with  the 
disaffected  Winnebagoes,  which  fact  be- 
coming known  at  the  Agency,  a  party  of 
Winnebago  braves  started  in  pursuit,  and 
succeeded  in  capturing,  at  or  near  Lake 
Elyssian,  two  of  the  Sioux  Indians,  whom 
they  killed — the  third  made  his  escape. 
To  satisfy  the  whites  of  the  truthfulness 
of  their  story,  they  brought  the  bead, 
arms  and  heart  of  one  of  tb^  Sioux  to 
the  Agency.  There  is  no  doubt  of  tbe 
correctne.«s  of  the  ai)ove,  as  "  we  have  it 
direct  from  McSweeney,  who  was  at  the 
Agency  at  the  time,  and  saw  the  head, 
aru's  and  heart  of  the  murdered  Sioux. 

The  report  spread  very  rapidly  among 
the  Winnebagoes,  creating  much  excite- 
ment, and  from  800  to  LOOO  Indians  as 
sembled  at  the  Agency,  where  thi-y  were 
to  tiave  had  a  war  dance.  A  part  of  the 
scab  was  sent  to  the  Indians  in  Camp 
Porter,  at  this  place. 

A  dctachnrent  of  soldiers  were  sent  out 
from  the  Agency  to  obtain  the  bodies  of 
tbe  murdered  Sioux. 

Later  advices  from  tbe  Agency  state 
that  another  Sioux  has  been  killed  by  the 
Winnebagoes — making  three  in  all. 

The  two  first  were  killed  at  or  near 
Lake  Elysian,  and  the  third  about  one 
and  a  half  miles  from  the  Agent's  hr)use. 

The  List  one  killed,  stated  before  he 
died,  that  quite  a  war  party  of  Sioux 
were  on  the  advance,  and  that  ten  of  them 
were  sent  ahead  as  scouts.  The  other 
seven,  he  sail,  were  on  or  near  the  res- 
ervation near  the  timber.

Company  B.  of  tbe  Seventh,  Captain 
Curtis,  ordered  to  the  Agency,  reached 
there  on  Thursday,  and  a  detachment  of 
cavalry — fifteen  or  twenty — arrived  there 
tbe  same  night. 

Tb>i  above  intelligence  has  been  com- 
municated  to  the  commandiTS  at  the  sev- 
eral frontier  posts,  and  reliable  scouts 
are  on  the  alert. 

The  Winnebagoes  say  that  an  Indian 
from  Missouri  killed  one  of  the  Sioux,  a 
nephew  of  Baptiste  killed  another,  and 
the  third  was  killed  'oy  a  party,  among 
whom  was  Little  Priest. 

The  bodies  were  all  mutilated  in  about 
the  same  manr.er  that  the  Sioux  treat 
white  people.  One  of  the  bodies  was 
cut  up  in  small  b.ts,  and  distributed 
among  the  Indians — the  largest  piece  is 
said  to  be  the  head.  One  Ifidian  had  a 
finger,  another  an  arm,  a  third  a  piece  of 
the  breast,  a  fourth  the  heart,  and  so  <»n. 
Tbe  sight  is  said  to  have  been  revolting 
in  the  extreme. 

A  correspondent  at  the  Agency  fur- 
nishes us  another  version  of  tbe  above 
affair.  He  says  thai  on  Wednesday  night 
a  couple  of  Sioux  were  discovered  by  a 
party  of  Winnebagoes  a  short  distance 
this  side  of  Little  Thunder's  village. 

One  of  the  Sioux  was  killed  instantly. 
The  other  fell  o't  the  ground,  and  laid  as 
if  dead.  Joe  Tebo  jumped  on  him.  In 
the  scuffle,  the  Sioux  turned  him,  and  in 
good  English  .said,  God  d — n  your  soul 
I'll  kill  you  !"

in  which,  in  conformity  to  the  act  of  the 
rebel  Legislature  of  Louisiana,  authoriz- 
ing the  Government  to  press  into  its  ser 
vice  slaves  and  other  property  for  thede 
feiise  of  the    State,  and    in  pursuance  ot 
the  powers  delegated    by    the    insurgent 
irnvernment  to  the   officer   c«)mmanding 
the   distr-ct    ot    Western    Louisiana,   Uie 
sheiitTs  of   the  different    parishes  are  di- 
rected to  forward,  with  the  shortest  pos- 
sible delay,  to  the  headquariers  named, 
a  statement  and  description   t)f  all  able- 
bodied  male  slaves  between  the  ages  ot 
15  and  50  years,  in  the  several   parishes 
designated,  the  names    of   their   owners, 
and  the  localities  where  they  reside. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  purpose  u(  this 
ordtr  is  to  efl"ect  a  general  cim.scripti<»n 
of  slaves,  as  a  part  ol  the  rebel  military 
power  against  the  Q.»vernment  of  the 
United  Slates. 

Notice  is  hereby  aiven  by  the  Com- 
manding General  of  the  Department  of 
the  Gulf,  representinir  the  Government 
of  the  United  Sutes.  that  sheriffs  or  oth- 
er persons  who  comply  with  this  order, 
svill  be  held  and  treated  as  enemies  of  the 
Government  and  subjected  to  all  the  con - 
seq-iences  of  armed  resistance  to  its  au- 
thority. Negroes  who  desire  U»  escape 
the  intended  conscription  in  the  rebel 
army,  whether  slave  or  free,  will  follow 
the  flag  of  the  Government,  now  and  for- 
ever the  Flag  of  Union  and  Liberty.

And  now  that  he  baa  beeh  thua  com  - 
plctely  vindicated  before  the  country, 
why  is  it  that  Mr.  Lino  In  allows  so  able 
and  brave  a  General  to  remain  practical- 
ly out  of  the  service  t  The  nation  needs 
the  benefit  of  the  genias  and  military  ul- 
cnt  of  Pope.  Why  can  she  not  have  it  1 
All  over  the  country  the  leading  press 
are  speaking  out  upon  this  subject.  The 
St.  Louis  Democrat  s&ys  : 

The  Chicago  TVtbune  urges  the  resto- 
ration of  the  above  named  officer  to  active 
command — assigning  as  a  reason  for  so 
doin-j  that  he  is  an  lllanoisian  and  that 
State  pride  is  involved  in  having  his  rec- 
ognized ability  and  zeal  actively  employ- 
ed. We  second  the  suggestion,  and  do 
so  upon  the  higher  ground  that  such  an 
act  would  be  of  service  to  the  country.

Hence  ..e  was  banished  Ui  the  society  of 
the  red  men  of  the  far  Northwest, 
The  Chicago  Tribune  says  : 
We  never  had  patience  with  the  clam- 
or raised  against  Pope  on  account  of  the 
.second  Bull  Kun  battle. 

In  the  midst  of  the  public  outcry,  we 
t<K»k  occitsion  to  defend  him.  Time  has 
vindicated  our  opinion  as  well  as  the 
tame  of  the  defeated  General.  it  has 
conclusively  brought  home  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  disaster  to  other  parties. 
They  have  been  tried,  convicted  and  pun- 
ished, while  he  has  been  fully  acquitted 
in  popular  estimation. 

As  a  zealous,  faithful  otlicer,  his  con- 
duct afu-r  the  Bull  Run  disgrace  furnish- 
ed the  most  conclusivi  evidence.  When 
ordered  to  an  insignificant  command  he 
made  no  protest  against  the  indignity, 
but  went  quietly  and  diligently  to  the 
dist:harge  of  his  duties  ;  and  now  when 
left  t>ut  ot  all  positKfns,  we  have  heard  ot 
no  unseemly  endeavors  on  his  part  to 
attract  notice. 

We  have  no  knoA-ledge  or  information 
that  he  is  ambitious  for  any  special  com- 
mand. We  only  judge  from  his  past 
conduct  that  he  would  be  willing  to  Uike 
any  one,  and  in  discharging  his  duties 
the  country  would  be  greatly  benefitted. 
If  we  have  a  superabundance  of  Gener- 
als, we  have  not  so  many  that  those 
proved  to  be  good  ones  can  be  sutfered 
—without  public  detriment— to  be  laid 

aside. 

Sigel,  Fremont,  Butler,  Pope,  have  all 
provKl  themselves  too  available  for  act- 
ive service  to  bo  put  on  the  list  of  orna- 
mental Generals. 
The  Milwaukee  Sentinel  says  : 
Neither  in  the  East  or  West  have  we 
a  superabundance   uf  Generals  qualified 
for  high  commands  in  tbe  field    that  we 
can  afford  to  dispense   with  the  services 
of  one  who  has  proved  so  earnest  and  so 
capable  as  General  Pope. 
We  might  add  that  but  one  has  been  so 
successful,  for  while    in  the  West  Gen. 
Pope's  record  was  an  extremely  brilliant 
one,  the  full  testimony  in  the  late  Court 
Marlials  demonstrated    that  in    Virginia 
he  was  also  successful— for  he  perfornoed 
exactly   the  work   assigned    him,  which 
was    'o  draw   upon  his  little    army   the 
main  rebel  force  and  enable  the  army  ol 
the  Potomac  to  affect  a  safe  retreat  from 
a  terribly  perilous  situation.

Prof.  Francis  W.  Newman,  a  man  of 
the  highest  genius  and  scholarship,  and 
one  of  the  best  thinkers  of  Europe,  late- 
ly delivered  an  address  in  London  upon 
the  American  question.

Tois  question  occasioned  great  anxiety 
to  Englishmen  how  England  was  to  gov- 
ern India  after   blowing  Hindoos  firora 
the  cannon's   mouth.     (Oheers.)     Lord 
Derby  and  Lord  Russell  had  expressed 
great  anxiety  that  the  North  should  not 
conquer  the  South,  because  it   they  did 
they  would  never   be  abla  to  govern  it. 
Lord  Russell  had  never   expressed    any 
misgivings  as  to  the  power  of  England 
to  govern    Oude  when    Lord  Dalhousie 
annexed    it  on  false   pretenses  (cheers.) 
Men  who,  if  they  did  not  howl  for  ven- 
geance against  innocent  Hindoos,  at  least 
raised  no  protest   against   it,  denounced 
Gen.   Butler  for   saying   a  harsh    word 
against  the  insolence  of  Southern  women 
who  were  the  active  supporters  of  slave- 
ry, reeking  as  it  was  with  rape  and  in- 
cest (cheers.)     The    roost  rotton    of  all 
tyrannies  was  the  oligarchical  slave  pow- 
er.    It  had    no  past   history— no  noble 
memories  to  kindle  it — no    cohesion  of 
orders— no  middle  classes,  and  consisted 
of  a  few  slavfholding   families,  with  a 
ma^  of  poor  whites  and  3,000,000  slaves 
— ;he  interests  of  the  pouier  whites  lay 
with  the  North,  and    experience  proved 
that  as  the  slave   Sutes  came   into    the 
North,  the  poorer  whites   were  rapidly 
converted  to  the  cause  of  freedom.     The 
conquest  of   the  South  would    nut  only 
make  the  slaveholders  helpless,  but  they 
would  lose  all  motive  for  rebellion,  since 
the  slaves  were  all  free,  and  the    result, 
he  believed  W(;uld    be  that   the    planters 
would  soon  become    reconciled    to  the 

hard    fate  of    becoming   honorable  citi- 
zens.

He  has  lost,  in  killed,  wounded  and 
missing,  about  ten  thousand  men  (other 
accounts  represent  it  even  smaller),  and 
believes  the  enemy's  loss  ti>  be  much 
greater,  as  do  other  eye  witnesses  of  the 
fighting.  Twenty-five  hundred  prisoners 
are  in  Gen.  H"..ker's  hands. 

He  has  shaiti  rod  and  demoralized  the 
rebel  army,  while  his  own  remains  well 
organized  and  in  good  heart.

We  refer,  of 
course,  to  the  contest  for  the  possession 
of  the  Mississippi  valley,  which  by  the 
successes  of  our  army  above  and  below, 
now  culminates  in  a  single  city,  Vicks- 
burg,  and  if  the  assertion  of  the  Bulletin 
quoted  above  be  correct,  that  city  must 
soon  succumb  by  force  of  starvation,  if 
not  to  the  Federal  arms.  Vickshurg  is 
the  last  link  which  unites  the  two  sec- 
tions of  rebeldom,  and  its  capture  will 
be  to  the  Federal  Government  what  the 
success  of  Burgoyne  in  1777  would  have 
been  to  Great  Britain.  The  whole  of 
rebeldom  to  the  westward  of  i his  great 
river  being  thus  isolated,  must  fall  an 
easy  victim  to  the  Federal  t<)rce8 — thus 
with  a  single  city,  we  grasp  400,000 
square  miles,  of  territory,  embracing 
nearly  3  OOO.OOO  inhabitants,  and  having 
the  material  resources  of  an  empire 
within  itself. 

Looking  at  the  census  of  1860  we  find 
that  It  possessed  upwards  of  600,000 
horses,  200,000  mules,  5,000.000  heud 
of  oxen,  cows  and  other  cattle,  5^  mil- 
lions of  swine  and  2,000,000  of  sheep. — 
That  it  produces  yearly  6+  million  bush- 
els of  wheat,  more  than  120,000,000 
bushels  of  Indian  corn,  5,000,000  bushels 
of  peas  and  beans,  20,000,000  pounds  t»f 
bntter,  25,000,000  pounds  of  tobacco, 
about  459,000,000  pounds  of  sugar  and 
molasses,  6,000,000  pounds  of  rice,  and 
not  far  from  \it  millinn  pounds  of  ginned 
cotton.  From  these  statistics  we  may 
approximate  only  the  magnitude  of  the 
interests  which  are  staked  by  both  of  the 
heligerants  in  the  approaching  content  at 
Vickshurg.  If  the  Fed»ral  forces  are 
successful,  as  we  trust  in  God  they  may 
be,  we  not  only  gain  an  empire,  but  we 
ctJt  off  the  supply  of  corn  and  bacon 
which  will  prove  a  more  serious  perma- 
neel  injury  to  the  rebels,  than  the  mere 
repulse  of  their  largest  army,  or  even 
the  simple  capture  of  Richmond  itself.

Cairo,  May  14. 

The  very  latest  dates  from  Grants  ar- 
my are  to  Thursday.  At  that  time  it 
was  18  miles  from  Grand  Gulf,  encamped 
near  Big  Black  River. 

We  have  not  yet  possession  of  any 
part  of  the  railroad  between  Vickshurg 
and  Jackson. 

There  is  probably  no  truth  in  the  re- 
ported battle  at  Clinton. 

Grant  is  receiving  heavy  reinforce- 
ments. 

A  new  overland  route  for  troops  and 
trains  has  been  made  from  Young's  Point 
to  the  river  below.  It  is  only  eight  miles 
long,  and  greatly  expedites  forwarding 
men  and  supplies. 

Ten  negro  regiments  have  been  form- 
ed. Gen.  Thomas,  who  arrived  at  Mem- 
phis, thinks  ten  more  will  be  formed. 

0>ngrpssman  Washburn  left  the  ex- 
treme front  on  Friday.  From  him  we 
learn  that  Grant's  advance  was  then  with-

If  such  a  magnate  of  the  old  Demo- 
cratic party  as  John  L.  O'Sullivan,  for- 
merly editor  of  the  Democratic  Review 
in  its"  palmiest  days,  has  any  authority  to

I  have  since  made   a 
second   visit   to   these   aacred  localities, 
and  found    admitunce  to   the    buirying 
place*.     Bunyan  lies  '<n  Bunhil.'  Fields,  a 
cemetery  crowded  with  gravea,  and  thick 
with  monuments   and  slabs.     Asking   s 
man  whom   I  met  at  the  entrance,  if  he 
could  point  me  to  Bunyan's  grave,  '  yes,' 
.said  he,  '  there  he    lies,  covered  with  a 
sheet.'     Taking  the  direction  pointed  out 
I  soon  stood  by  the  grave  and  the  monu- 
ment of  the  inimitable  allegorisL      And 
there    indeed    he  did  lie,    wrapped  in    a 
cloak,  with  a  book  under  his  arm,  sleep- 
ing and    dreaming— hewn  out  of   white 
marble   on    the  slab    which   c  )vers    his 
monument.     On   the  monutnent  is   '.his 
simple  but  sufficient  inscription  :    '  J«>hn 
Bunyan,  the   author    of   Pilgrim's   Pro- 
gress."     On    one   side,   chiseled  in   t'le 
st«)ne,  is  Pilgrim,  with  his  burden,  lean- 
ing on  his    staff,  with   a  countenance   of 
deepest  anguish.     On  the  opposite   side 
is  Pilgrim  grasping  the   Cross,  his  eyes 
gazi.ig  on  it,  his  burden    rolled  off  at  its 
foot,  and   his  countenance   radiant  with 
peace  and  joy."

Washington,  May  21, 1888. 

Orders  have  been  received  from  thePro- 
vost  Marshal  General's  Office  to  be  pre- 
pared for  making  a  draft  immediately 
on  completion  of  the  enrollment.

The  administration  has  received  notice 
that  the  Stale  authorities  of  Indianna 
may  be  compelled  to  appeal  to  it  fJir  funds 
to  carry  «mi  the  State  Government,  the 
late  Copperhead  Legislature  having  left 
them  with  out  appropriation.  Answer 
is  understood  to  have  been  given  that  in 
the  present  crisis  any  interruption  or 
embarrassment  of  duties  of  its  ofllicers 
will  be  regarded  as  a  calamity,  to  be 
prevented  at  any  expense  or  hazard.

'  A    BliinuC.'?,   Mississippi,  dispatch    of 
the  17th   says  Iwogc-lMlcmen^rode    into 
Jacl«lon    to-day,  and  traverseJ    Jh«  city, 
which    the  enemy    had  evacuated    aboul 
2  o'clock.     They   supposed  the  number 
to  be  about  40,000,    and  they   have   re- 
treated toward  Vicksburg.     Firing  was 
heard  in  that  direction,  and  it  is  suppo- 
sed Pemberton  is  in  their  rear. 

They  burned  the  Confederate  State 
House,  depots,  penitentiary,  two  facto- 
ries, a  found r,y,  and  a  block  of  buildings 
containing  the  Medical  Purveyor's  and 
other  offices.  Also  several  miles  of  rail- 
road track,  and  both  bridges  over  Pearl 
River. 

The  Catholic  Church  was  destroyed, 
and  the  Missistippian  office  gutted,  the 
press  and  type  thrown  into  the  street, 
and  three  hundred  negroes  joined  ihe 
Federals.  Farmers  estimate  the  dam- 
age done  by  the  Federals  at  from  five  to 
ten  millions  of  dollars.

The  Yankees 
captured  and  paroled  two  hundred  South 
Carolinians  and  Georgians. 

A  dispatch  from  Gen.  Joe  Johnston  to 
the  rebel  War  Department,  dated 
Brownsville  18th  says  Pemberton  was 
attacked  on  the  morning  of  the  14th, 
near  Edwards'  Depot,  and  after  nine 
hours  fighting  he  was  compelled  to  fall 
back  behind  Big  Black  River.

Gen.  Tilgh- 
man  was  killed.   > 

The  Federals  sent  a  flag  of  truce  on 
the  18th  for  a  surgeon.  The  officer  in 
charge  of  the  flag  states  that  the  Fede- 
rals lost  six  thousand  men,  and  took  16 
guns.  The  rebel  troops  fell  back  across 
Big  Black  River,  destroying  the  bridge. 

They  advanced  eight  miles  north-east, 
and  on  the  18th,  found  Joe  Johnston  in 
line  of  battle.  According  to  rebel  ad- 
vices, no  artillery  was  lost  and  the  bridge 
was  not  burned. 

A  rebel  account  says  our  force  of  12,> 
000  fought  two  army  corps  of  24,000. — 
They  sustained  themselves  and  fell  back 
at  night  to  their  encampment.  Loss 
heavy  and  the  battle  severe  and  undeci- 
sive. 

The  Y'ankees  are  on  their  way  to  in- 
terrupt communication. 

A  Murfreesboro  dispatch  of  the  21st 
says  Gen.  Sheridan's  scouts  report  that 
the  rebels  admit  that  Gen.  Grant  has  de- 
feated Joe  Johnston,  and  has  secured  the 
railroad  bridge  across  Big  Black  River, 
thus  cutting  off  Vicksburg  from  supplies 
and  reinforcements,  this  being  the  largest 
bridge  in  the  South.
